C IE N C E has discovered a new secret 


of greatness. 
It has found for the hrs! 


time a significant difference in physical 
structure between the brain of the aver­ 


age man and that of the scholar. 


This difference is not a matter of the sire, 


weight, or convolutions of the brain, but of its 
blood supply. 
A n d this difference may very 


well explain why the scholar’s brain functioned 
more brilliantly 
than 
that of his lcss-gilted 


brother which was just as large and heavy. 


The difference in blood supply to tire schul 


ar’s brain and to that of the man in the street, 
and its significance, have just been brought to 
the attention of scientists by Professor Henry 
H. Donaldson of the W istar Institute of Anat­ 
omy and Biology in Philadelphia. 


Professor Donaldson 
has for many yeai' 


been examining
